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D emocracy Still to Be Attained in New England Colleges, British Officer Condoning Looting, 
5 reatment of Jewish Pedagogues Makes Clear; Case Cited Using Rifle Butts Is Removed

HARTFORD, Conn.—A survey of leading 


colleges and universities reveals a startlingly 
low percentage of professors and teachers of 
the Jewish faith, among the faculty members, 
especially in the New England area. 

Although these institutions of higher learn- 
ing—such as Yale, Vassar, Smith, Connecticut 
College, Wellesley—are supposed to be the 
strongholds of democratic training, actually 
they are proof that democracy is still a goal, 
not an accomplishment. 

One Jewish professor at an_ institution 
named above tells a tale of religious discrim- 
ination. His story goes like this: 
teaching at this college for more than twenty 
years. That’s a long time to give to a college. 
I was an instructor first, then an associate pro- 
fessor and finally a full professor. When the 
head of my department retired, I was promoted 
to fill his place. I had worked for it. I de- 
served it and in a sense the college owed it to 
me. And. after I got the position, I continued 
to work hard. As a matter of fact, harder. 


There were many more responsibilities, more 
details to attend to. I was happy, and every- 
thing went smoothly enough. Then one day, 
one of the trustees noticed my name. A Jewish 
name. You'd never mistake it for anything 
else. I was suddenly demoted. I was still a 
professor, but someone else, a complete 
stranger to the college was called in to fill my 
_ Place. He’s a capable man. I have nothing 
_ against him personally but I don’t think the 
college played fair with me. 

‘I feel bitter about it. For a while_I felt 
like giving up my job and going somewhere 
> else. But I’m no longer young. I’ve given my 
a best years to this college. It would be hard

to start all over again and then I’d probably 
bump into the same situation. 

“Being demoted was more than that too. 
Many of my fellow professors whom I consid- 
ered good friends of mine decided it wouldn’t 
be politic to chum around with a Jew any 
longer. They didn’t want to get on the wrong 
side of the administration by associating with 
a Jew. 

“That was the hardest blow of all. They 
used to come to my home and have dinner 
with me, invite me to their homes. They did 
favors for me; I did for them. But my demo- 
tion was a sign to them; they turned off their 
friendliness just as you might turn off a water 
faucet.” 


This is the story of one professor. Others 
were never promoted or their promotions came 
about much more slowly and after much longer 
terms of service than their Christian col- 
leagues. 


As in other spheres of life, many things 
happen to college professors of Jewish faith 
because of their religion—yet most with whom 
this reporter has chatted, in many off-the-record 
conversations, feel that in the long run each 
individual must be true to himself, to face 
whatever discrimination comes his way, before 
trying to win all the laurels the world has to 
give. 


“You can be sure,” they will conmment, 
“that any Jew who is a professor in a college 
has earned his way, many times over. He must 
have more than the usual academic require- 
ments and native intelligence demanded of the 
average Christian college professor. He must 
be an outstanding teacher.”

Would Treat Him As a Jew 


The incident arose after differ 
ences over pay and vacations, a 
spokesman for the Guiid told a 
Jewish Post reporter. Meinholtz, 
according to the Guild, asked 
Kruse whether he was Jewish, 
When Kruse replied in the af- 
firmative, Meinholtz said, “f£ 
thought so,” adding that he 
would “treat” him as a Jew 
“from now on.” 

When the Guild protested 
against Heinholtz’ abusive atti- 
tude and suggested a meeting 
with Arthur Hays Sulzberger, 
publisher of the Times, to dis- 
cuss the matter, Sulzberger re- 
fused. A Guild committee inet 
with Lane and Louis Loeb, who 
represented Times management, 
As a result of the meeting, Mein 
holtz was ordered to make an 
apology to Kruse—which he did 
in a perfunctory manner — and 
Lane then indicated that he con- 
sidered the incident closed. 


Apology Not Sufficient 


The Times management's 
“apology” and the explanatiou 
that Meinholtz’ display of anté 
Semitic feeling was due to “uver 
work” are not being regarded as 
Satisfactory by the syndicate 
room staff, The Post learned. 
Nor does the Guild consider “ex- 
tenuating circumstances” justii- 
cation for anti-Semitic attacks; 
for, as a Guild representative 
pointed out to the Jewish Post, 
Stories have been trickling 
through to indicate that Mein- 
holtz had made similar remhrks 
to other people who work with 
him. 


As a direct outcome of the 
Meinholtz incident, the Guild is 
taking measures to irclude in 
forthcoming contracts a clause 
to bar racial and religious dis- 
crimination, although in New 
York there is a law prohibiting 
such practices by employers. 
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Partition Issue 


Rired, Defeated, At Zionist Convention: 


Dr. Goldman Waits In Vain To Present Viewpoint |

ATLANTIC CITY—tThe story of the 49th annual convention of 
the Zionist Organization of America is. not in the election of of- 
ficers, or even the actions taken or the resolutions passed. 

That is the account the uninitiated delegate will take back to 
his local Zionist district. 

But even an acute observer will have difficulty from the van- 
tage point of only a few days, of correctly sifting between what 
was only incidental and what was important, determinative and 
significant. 

But the following observations are warranted: 

Most of the delegates went home more confused than 
when they came. 

An almost insignificant minority friendly to Nahum Gold- 
man was built into a practical majority by Silver's bitter at- 
tack on the Jewish Agency member. 

That the administration machine, although it made its 
way through the maze of convention activities unscathed, had 
more than a few bad moments, and almost lost the conven- 
tion at several points. 

That the convention ran smoothly, that the administration 
of the Zionist Organization is well equipped for the tre- 
mendous jobs in front of it, and that Rabbi Silver is a leader 
in every sense of the word; not only is he courageous and 
shrewd, but he is an excellent organizer also. 


Silver Speech Was Turning Point 

When the history of this convention is written, it will prob- 
ably center around a speech. Silver’s opening address. In it, Rabbi 
Silver attacked Dr. Nahum Goldman so unmercifully that the dele- 
gates heretofore inclined to agree that Dr. Goldman was untrust- 
worthy and diabolic now saw their sense of fair play come into 
action so that they almost overnight found themselves pulling for 
the underdog. When a motion was suddenly made from the floor 
on Sunday that Dr. Goldman be invited to the convention to pre- 
sent his side of the story, the motion got the longest applause 
of the entire convention. 

Daniel Frisch, presiding at the moment, did his ‘best to quiet 
the demonstration, but in a fiuster of uncomfortable indecision, 
sat down and called on Rabbi Silver. It was only Rabbi Silver’s 
plea that bringing Dr. Goldman to the convention floor might harm 
relations in world Zionism that turned the tide and the dis- 
gruntied delegates yielded, although not at all satisfied. 

Where was Dr. Goldman? He was in New York, or perhaps 
even closer, awaiting a telephone call to come to the convention. 
There were some rumors that Dr. Goldman was in Atlantic City 
awaiting the call in a hotel room, and there was an additional 
rumor that if Dr. Goldman were not allowed to place on the pro- 
gram, his backers would rent a hall and give him the opportunity 
denied to present his side of the story. 


Called Fascist Organization 

This matter of Dr. Goldman and the Jewish Agency were 
discussed fully Friday before the convention at the last meeting 
of the 1946 Executive Committee of the ZO.A., a meeting that was 
almost thrown into an uproar when Rabbi James G. Heller hurled 
eut, “This is a fascist organization” after Rabbi Silver refused 
te allow him to spéak. 

The executive committee decided to skirt around the danger- 
ous partition issue, for reasons which this writer believes has to 
do with Rabbi Silver’s candidacy for the president of the World 
Zionist Organization. The decision was that no resolution or action 
of the convention would censure the Jewish Agency for its par- 
tition stand. 

This was a smart move and in a sense averted an open 
break at the convention. Yet it was this decision which gave Rabbi 
Silver a free hand to attack Dr. Goldman, making careful not to 
involve the Jewish Agency, and it was this attack which almost 
split the convention, and built up what may turn into a formidable 
epposition group to the Silver administration. 


Rabbi Heller Refused The Floor 

At the executive committee meeting Friday morning at which 
this decision was made, Daniel Frisch, who was reelected chairman 
of the National Administrative Council on Sunday, was delivering 
the kind of bitter attack he is very capable of doing on the person 
of Rabbi Stephen S. Wise. Rabbi Heller asked Mr. Frisch to yield 
and proceeded to rebuke the speaker, when Rabbi Silver inter- 
vened declaring that he had not given Rabbi Heller the floor. 
Rabbi Heller insisted that Mr. Frisch had yielded, which Mr. Frisch 
said he had done but was sorry about. Rabbi Silver still ruled 
that Dr. Heller could not have the floor, and it was at this point 
that Dr. Heller hurled his epithet about a “fascist organization,” 
after Rabbi Silver said he would have to call on the sergeant-at- 
arms to oust him. 

So that Rabbi Silver’s attack on Dr. Goldman in his opening 
address left the delegates disturbed. As a result each time that 
a move was made to bring Dr. Goldman to the convention to speak 
in his own defense, a growing number of delegates lent their 
support. 

Rabbi Silver’s speech was bitter, but to this observer, no more 
bitter than the accusations made in the past several weeks about 
Dr. Goldman and printed in many publications, including this one. 
Quite possibly the spoken charges sounded more reckless than 
the written word and this may account for the reaction of the 
delegates. 

In the speech Rabbi Silver ended up by admitting that he was 
prepared to consider partition if such an offer were made. He 
differed therefore with Dr. Goldman and the Jewish Agency in 
mo sense at all on partition. His poimt of departure with Dr. 
Goldman was one of procedure and tactics. 

This willingness of Rabbi Silver to “consider” partition may 
have been responsible for the attitude of the delegates, the most 
informed of whom detected that Rabbi Silver did not want to 
be unalterably opposed te partition so that he could be free to 
take a stand on either side. depending upon what happened at the 





forthcoming World Zionist Convention. 
Political Committee Session Important 

To this observer the whole convention was the session of the 
Political Committee Sunday morning. Here in a comparatively 
small room, the real action of the convention took place. Here the 
opposition to Rabbi Silver first showed itself, and here Louis 
Lipsky made his first speech of the day. His second, delivered 
that afternoon before the entire convention, is already being hailed 
as one of the smartest, most diplomatic speeches of his long career. 

The administration here too had paved the way smoothly. 
The resolutions were so framed that even those friendly to Dr. 
Goldman and those supporting the Jewish Agency were not ex- 
pected to take exception. 

But they did. And men like Dr. Heller, Robert Szold, and 
Louis Lipsky felt that even the mild resolutions censured the 
Jewish Agency, and that at another point the resolutions would so 
bind the delegates of the Z.O.A. to the World Congress that they 
would be unable to consider partition even if after hearing the 
argument from both ‘sides they decided that partition would be 
desirable. 

Telegram of Dr. Silver’s Bombshell 

So that as the result of this difference, the entire history 
of what was behind the fight between Rabbi Sjlver and Dr. Gold- 
man was unfolded. Rabbi Silver, Mr. Lipsky said, had sent a 
telegram to the Jewish Agency, saying that as between the report 
of the Anglo-American Committee of Inquiry and partition, he 
“and his friends” favored partition. This was in the nature of a 
bombshell and continued to be argued throughout. the convention, 
with one text saying that this telegram had ended by saying: if 
accepting partition now did not prevent the possibility of the 
realization of the Biltmore program later on. 

Rabbi Heller made the statement that the phrase “a viable 
Jewish state in an adequate part of Palestine’ was coined by 
Dr. Silver. It was also revealed that the American members’ of 
the Jewish Agency had sent a telegram to the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Z.0.A. urging that Dr. Goldman be given a place 
on the program, but that this telegram was stuck in someone’s 
pocket and never brought before that body. The motion to invite 
Dr. Goldman was made by Robert Szold, but was defeated after 
Dr. Heller said he had talked with Dr. Goldman the night before 
and that Dr. Goldman said that he had a great deal to say. When 
a call for a show of hands was asked for instead of a voice vote, 
although after the voice vote had been registered, Emanuel Nev- 
mann, who was in the chair, churlishly refused to consider it. 

Rabbi Heller pointed out that much material that should be 
in the hands of the delegates before they voted was not being 
made available, and that since the question was not one of all 
black or all white, Dr. Goldman should be permitted to defend his 
position. Had this same appeal been made from the floor of the 
convention instead of in a small committee room, it might have 
swung the vote the other way. 


Silver “Called” To Avert Threat 

However, after Lipsky made his presentation, some changes 
were made in the resolutions, and they were passed unanimously. 

When the going got heavy, and it seemed that the opposition 
might win, Rabbi Silver suddenly showed up at the political com- 
mittee meeting. I had seen Jacques Torczyner motion to a delegate, 
and whether Rabbi Silver was called in to help sway the tide or 
not, I do not know. He did, however, deliver a short talk, and as 
he did on the occasion that afternoon when the same question was 
ae ee oe SP Re a Re ee eee Se OP: ne 
o A 

Silver called for an end to public pronouncements in the press 
by Dr. Goldman and Meyer Weisgal without actually naming the 
two. He said that he wanted to let the situation ride until the 
sessions of the forthcoming World Zionist Congress. He pointed 
out that the resolutions were mild, that they don’t tie anyone’s 
hands and that they free us for active Zionist moves on the 
world scene. 

In the political committee meeting Mr. Lipsky said he was 
amazed on his return from the Jewish Agency Executive meeting 
in France to discover the kind of discussion that was going on 
in the United States. He revealed that even with the help of the 
many moves made by the U. S. government, Great Britain was 
not moving from her unalterable stand, and that the Jewish Agency 
was not able “to break through” the impasse, all the while being 
subject to the implied pressure of the situation of the DPs and the 
tense situation in Palestine. He said that there was only one 
dissenting vote from the partition move and that even the Jewish 
Agency members imprisoned in Latrun approved of the partition 
proposal. Mr. Lipsky’s presentation had its effect on the commit- 
tee, and he emerged possibly the strongest and certainly the best- 


‘loved figure at the convention, especially after his talk on the 


same theme that afternoon. 

Before the political committee adjourned it heard from Mr. 
Neumann how the Zionist Emergency Council in the United States 
was not kept “au courant” on actions of the Jewish Agency 
Executive and how on some important decisions, it learned of 
them from the American Jewish Committee. 


Lipsky Speaks To “Stacked” Crowd 

That afternoon Mr. Lipsky delivered his now famous talk. 
He defended the Agency action superbly. With a “stacked” audi- 
ence in front of him and certainly a “stacked” rostrum behind 
him, he chided Rabbi Silver for his attack on Goldman, without 
mentioning either name, and he made it possible for the delegates 
to understand the Agency viewpoint in a way which no one, from 
Rabbi Silver on, could take exception to. It was a skillful, adroit 
speech, that very possibly might lose most of its effect when read 
on paper. 

Just after the afternoon session, the first public attempt to 
organize an opposition to Rabbi Silver was made. In a nearby 
hotel, a group of more than fifty delegates heard *the charges of

The action of the convention 
represented a clear-cut victory 
for Dr. Abba Hillel Silver, who 
was re-elected president of the 
ZOA for a second term.

* Truman Reiterates Stand on Palestine Entry

WASHINGTON. _ President Truman in a 1,500-word message to 


King Ibn Saud of Saudi Arabia thi week restated this government’s 
hope for entry into Palestine “of considerable numbers of displaced 
Jews in Europe.” At the same time, he reiterated his intention of 
asking Congress for special legislation to admit “additional num- 
bers” of displaced Jews to the United States “over and above the 
immigration quotas fixed by our laws.” 

The President’s message was in reply to a letter of Oct. 15, 
from Ibn Saud protesting Mr. Truman’s statement of Oct. 4 as 
“inconsistent” with previous pledges by this government. 

Declaring that the United States Government and people have 
supported the concept of a Jewish National Home in Palestine since 
the end of World War I, President Trumgn stated that the United 
States still believes “that a national home for the Jewish people 
should be established in Palestine.” 

He pointed out that most of the peoples of the Near East lib- 
erated after the first World War “are now citizens of independent 
countries” but “the Jewish National Home, however, has not as yet 
been fully developed. 

“It is only natural, therefore, that this government should favor 
at this time the entry into Palestine of considerable numbers of 
displaced Jews in Europe, not only that they may find shelter there, 
put also that they may contribute their talents and energies to the 
upbuilding of the Jewish National Home,” he declared.

well. Mr. Neumann was given many places of prominence in the 
-convention program, and he carried out his assignments well. The 
delegates must even be now thinking of him in terms of the suc- 
eessor to Rabbi Silver. 

A very unhappy moment for the administration took place at 
the election. Although the eruption was finally subdued, it augurs 
well for next year’s convention. 

The major offices were filled without comment of moment 
from the floor. When it came to voting for the 35 members of the 
Executive Committee, and nominations from the floor were called 
for, they flooded Rabbi Irving Miller, who was in the chair. A 
good many of those nominated declined to stand for election but 
enough did allow their name to be presented to make voting 
necessary. 


Machine Goes To Work 


That the necessity of voting was averted by a succession of 
moves, all democratic but still a part of machine politics, is not so 
important as the fact that next year these same delegates will 
not be so easily swayed from their purpose. Just for the record, 
this writer predicts that next year the nominating committee’s 
report will not be accepted without a fight and a real election 
by ballot. 

In the convention hall, in the hotels and on the boardwalk, 
delegates were asking one another what they felt about this or 
that, despite the fact that the convention had already voted. The 
delegates were in a questioning mood; their dissatisfaction was 
almost articulated, except among those quite politically mature, 
but it was obvious that the Silver administration will be the last 
to hold an iron-control over the Zionist Organization. No adminis- 
tration is going to turn the delegates aside. The lesson learned 
when Rabbi Silver was swept into power may be employed again 
next year. 

Another observation has to do with the many young men, 
heretofore unheard of except in their local districts, who asserted 
themselves not only in committee meetings, but in the general 
Sessions as well. This is the second and third generation American 
Jew either returning to the Zionism of his immigrant progenitor, 
or for the first time feeling out his strength as the scion of a 
Staunch Zionist family. These young men from all parts of the 
country will be the group in control, if not next year or the year 
after that, certainly in five or ten years. 

The hard-bitten Zionist campaigner must have had his heart 
warmed by these indigenous Zionists, products of the American 
environment, wedded to the idea of a Jewish state.

Hold Basle Congress 
Next Year—Weizmann

LONDON—A proposal to post- 
pone. the holding of the Zionist 
Congress in Basel has been made 
here by Dr. Chaim Weizmann, 
President of the World Zionist 
Organization.

TLANTIC CITY, Monday, October 28, in the afternoon—We 
still don’t know whether Moshe Sneh will be in time to ade 
dress the banquet tonight (he was scheduled to address last night’s 
meeting). So far, the two highlights of the Convention are the 
presidential address by Dr: Silver and the speech by Louis Lipsky; 


_on Sunday afternoon. Silver spoke for one hour and forty minutes, 


Lipsky spoke for one hour and twenty minutes. Silver’s was a pre 
pared address, Lipsky’s was rather impromptu. 

In the latter part of his address on Saturday night, Silver used 
such expressions in describing Nahum-.Goldman and his mission 
tHat there is now nothing left for me to do. However, should I 
feel-inclined to voice my resentment at being eased out of my, 
position as a Goldman-baiter or to criticize the president for usurpe 
ing the functions of a columnist, this was made superfiuous for me 
by Mr. Lipsky who mildly rebuked Dr. Silver for the tone of his 
remarks about Dr. Goldman. Lipsky did it so gracefully that Silver 
himself applauded. 

Dr. Silver’s address was well and carefully constructed and 
moved from argument to argument, each argument bolstered with 
an array of facts. Its main strength lay in its logic. Its main weak- 
ness—though it was not a weakness in the effect of the address on 
the majority of the listeners—was its self-righteous tone which 
allowed of no possibility of failure or miscalculation on the part 
of Dr. Silver himself or of his associates. 

The address consisted of three parts, of which the first, dealing 
with internal questions of the ZOA, is hardly important. The sec- 
ond part dealt with the American political scene and is by far the 
best, the most brilliant and the least controversal. The third part 
dealt with British poli¢y and the negotiations with the Jewish 
Agency. It was the most powerful part. 

SILVER SPOKE without any oratorial flourishes, leaving to the 
contents of his address and the effect of his voice and modulation 
to hold the interest of the audience. They did. 

The main thesis of Silver’s address may be summed up as fol- 
lows: 

The British are the main culprits, but the American governs 
ment is also guilty of double-dealing with the Jews, and the only 
effective remedy is continuous political pressure by public opinion 
in this country. The Jewish Agency Executive has used wrong 
judgment in its latest move, but its emissary, Nahum Goldman, in 
carrying out the instructions of the Agency Executive, has done 
worse than what could be termed a mere error in judgment. 

Silver was careful to stress his respect for the authority, ine 
tegrity and ability of the Agency Executive and the solidarity of 
American Zionism with it as an integral part of it. But he did not 
stress the idea hard enough. The average American Zionist, whose 
Zionism is of recent origin and who is unappreciative of the im- 
portance of Zionist tradition and of the authority of the Agency, 
as our state-building organ, might—and probably did—get the wrong 
idea. 

It therefore fell to Louis Lipsky to perform the delicate task of 
giving the Zionist rookies of America a liberal education in the 
value of Zionist tradition and in the appreciation of the ability and 
recent achievements of the Jewish Agency Executive. The mood of 
most of the delegates was such that only Lipsky could have pere 
formed the task successfully. If Nahum Goldman were invited to 
present his case—as some member of the opposition suggested—he 
would have been near-lynched. If Stephen Wise were to appear he 
would probably have covered himself with even less glory than he 
did at the UPA meeting several weeks ago. Lipsky, by his scintil- 
lating wit, by his fundamental humaneness and deep understanding, 
by his sensitive responsiveness to the mood of his audience and his 
uncanny ability to handle it, delivered himself of his task with rare 
success, 


MOST OF THE AUDIENCE did not realize how successfully, 
Lipsky performed his job. They applauded him for his wit and bril- 
liance, they showed him respect and affection, but they did not real- 
ize that, as the result of his address they have a better idea of what 
the Jewish Agency represents. Ostensibly, Mr. Lipsky was there 
to defend the idea of partition, and of the Jewish Agency move in 
general. He spent hardly any effort on that. He merely tried to 
convey the idea that the members of the Jewish Agency Executive, 
sincere and able men, acted in the light of the situation as it then 
presented itself to them, after carefully weighing all the implica- 
tions. He alsc tried to tell the audience that it was somewhat too 
soon to declare the step of the Executive as a total failure, although 
it looks that way on the surface. The combined efforts of the Agency 
Executive in Paris, London and Jerusalem and of the Emergency 
Council in New York and Washington, may yet achieve results. The 
two efforts complement each other, even though occasionally they 
compete or appear to compete. 

It was significant for the temper of the Convention that the 
highest applause came when Emanuel Neumann, in his excellent 
address on Sunday evening, uttered the words, “We salute the 
Haganah.” The free-for-all discussion on Sunday night, ably, hu- — 
morously and graciously conducted by Silver, showed that on the 
question of partition most of the delegates are not ready to go 
alorig even with Silver. If the British and the United States govern- 
ments together should today offer us 75% of Palestine West of the 
Jordan as a sovereign state on a silver platter, Silver would probably 
accept, but he would have to use all his personal influence and pres- 
tige to get the American Zionists to go along with him without 
causing a split in the Zionist ranks. 


THERE IS NOTHING either in Silver’s presidential address or 
in any of the reports to indicate that the internal problems of the 
ZOA are being given serious consideration. The emphases in the 
organization are still on width and on quick results. Depth, more 
cultural work, more democracy are still neglected. There was a 
substantial minority at the convention which showed its determined 
inclination to have no nomination from the floor—a substantial 
enough minority to merit more consideration than it did. 

But all these questions are now subordinated to the main prob- 
lem of the political struggle. Practically all American Zionists are 
with Silver on the all-important problem of the American political 
scene. Most Zionists are opposed to any form of partition. 
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Excerpts From Rabbi Silver’s Speech; Dr. Goldman Is Accused ° 
Of Undermining Position Of Z.O. A., Deceiving Emergency Council 





UT we are primarily inter- 
ested in the political situa- 
tion which confronts us. We are 
at the moment dangerously be- 
calmed. The London Conference 
which the Jewish Agency refused 
to attend because even the mini- 
mal conditions which it set were 
rejected, has been postponed 
until the middle of December. It 
has been reported that the Brit- 
ish Government will release from 
prison the members of the Execu- 
tive of the Jewish Agency who 
are now in Latrun, and perhaps 
some other prisoners, if the 
Agency will officially renounce or 
condemn all violent resistance. 
It is not clear what all this 
implies. The Government has 
made it clear, however, that if 
the Executive of the Jewish 
Agency will decide to attend the 
London Conferenée, it will be on 
the basis, not of the Agency pro- 
posal, but on the Grady Morrison 
proposals. No concessions what- 
soever have been made to in- 
crease the number of Jewish im- 
migrants into Palestine before 
the Conference reconvenes. 

We are also marking time on 
the matter of President Tru- 
man’s action taken on October 
4th, whereby, in a forceful pub- 
lice statement he again called 
upon the British Government, in 
view of the fact that the London 
Conference had been adjourned 
and the winter was approaching, 
to permit a substantial immigra- 
tion into Palestine at once. The 
general impression is that the 
President has again been re- 
buffed by Prime Minister Attlee. 
What further action will now be 
taken no one seems to know.... 
BELIEVES BRITAIN WOULD 

HAVE YIELDED IF LOAN 

REFUSED 

I might say here a word about 
the British loan and what our 
attitude towards it was. We were 
not opposed to the British loan. 
We felt, however, that action on 
it should be postponed until 
Great Britain had met her re- 
sponsibilities towards Palestine 
and had revoked its illegal meas- 
ures which are keeping hundreds 
of thousands of our unfortunate 
war-ravaged refugees from en- 
tering Palestine. The American 
Government had a clear direc- 
tive from the Congress of the 
United States on this subject. 

It would have been perfectly 
proper for our government to 
posit as a prior condition for the 
granting of a loan to Great 
Britain, the fulfillment on the 
part of Great Britain of her in- 
ternational obligations towards 
the Jewish National Home.’ For- 
eign loans are very frequently 
used by governments, including 
Great Britain to achieve political 
objectives. This is neither im- 
proper nor unusual. Two weeks 
ago, our State Department sus- 
pended permanently the remain- 
ing $40,000,000 and the $50,000,000 
credit to Czechoslovakia and 
asked the Export and Import 
Bank to suspend negotiations 
with Czechoslovakia for another 
$50,000,000 credit because our 
government did not like the criti- 
cism which was emanating from 
that country concerning Amer- 
ica’s economic imperialism. 

Some time ago, our Govern- 
ment suspended economic nego- 
tiations with Poland because that 
country failed to measure up 
with our demand for a free flow 
of news and for free elections. 
Why then was it out of place for 
our government to defer action 
on the British loan which by the 
Way, was not approved of by the 
majority of the American people, 
until Great_Britain fulfilled her 
international obligations in’ an 
area where so much of human 
misery and suffering were in-

volved? Are criticism of the 
United States government in 
Czechoslovakia and the holding 
of free elections in Poland more 
serious in nature than the rescue 
of hundreds of thousands of hu- 
man beings who by every right of 
law and humanity were entitled 
to find refuge in Palestine? 

The great concern of the Ad- 
ministration and its feverish ac- 
tivity prior to the consideration 
of the loan in the House, indi- 
cated that the passage of the loan 
was definitely in doubt. Enough 
of our friends had rallied to our 
side in addition to those who 
were opposed to the loan on other 
grounds to make the postpone- 
ment of action very likely. Had 
this happened, I am persuaded 
that the government of Great 
Britain would have acted very 
quickly, and it would have given 
us tremendous political prestige 
and a bargaining power in all 
future negotiations with the Brit- 
ish government. But the unex- 
pected action of one of our Zion- 
ist leaders who in clear disre- 
gard of understanding reached 
in his presence by the Emer- 
gency Council, came forth as the 
champion of the loan in the name 
of Americanism, demoralized and 
scattered our friends in Con- 
gress. 

They could see no sense in vot- 
ing agaMmst an administration 
measure to help the Zionist 
cause when a Zionist leader him- 
self stepped forth as its cham- 
pion. We have a genius for kick- 
ing ourselves in the face. It was 
shortly after this beau geste that 
the measures against the Jewish 
refugees coming to Haifa were 
intensified and their deportation 
to Cyprus began a few weeks 
after the passage of the British 
loan. This was Great Britain’s 
grateful quid pro quo.... 


CALLS DR. GOLDMAN FLOAT- 
ING JEWISH AMBASSADOR 
It was at this juncture after 

the rejection of the Grady plan 

by the American Government, 
that the Executive of the Jewish 

Agency came forward with its 

partition proposal as a solution 

for the Palestine problem. An 
emissary of the Jewish Agency, 

Dr. Nahum Goldman, brought 

these proposals to Washington 

and presented them to the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet Committee 
and to others. ... 

This emissary reported that 
the members of the Cabinet Com- 
mittee approved the proposals of 
the Jewish Agency. It was not 
made clear, however, that in ap- 
proving these proposals, our gov- 
ernment did not accept them as 
government policy and did not 
transmit them to Great Britain 
as the proposals of the Ameri-

can Government. They’ were 
transmitted as the proposals of 
the Jewish Agency. 

The President of the United 
States, before very long, took 
occasion to point out specifically 
that the statement issued on Au- 
gust 16th that “although the 
President has been exchanging 
views with Prime Minister Att- 
lee on the subject, this govern- 
ment has not presented any 
plan of its own for the solution 
of the problem of Palestine.” 

The British Government drew 
the full implication from _ this 
statement of the President. The 
proposals did not have the au- 
thority of the American Govern- 
ment behind them. It was not 
surprising that all the efforts of 
the Executive of the Jewish 
Agency in the two months from 
the middle of August to the mid- 
dle of October to persuade the 
British Government to accept 
partition as a basis for negoti- 
ations, failed completely. 

All the long-drawn out nego- 
tiations resulted in nothing, and 
during those two months, the 
American Government acted as 
though it had done all that had 
been requested of it*it had 
transmitted the Agency proposals 
to London— and what more did 
the Jews want? It gave the im- 
pression of having washed its 
hands of the entire matter, even 
the subject of the hundred thou- 
sand refugees seemeg to have 
been shelved. This was all that 
was really accomplished by the 
floating Jewish ambassador in 
Washington. 


EMERGENCY COUNCIL GETS 
STATEMENT FROM TRU- 
MAN 
It was at this juncture that 

the American Zionist Emergency 
Council which had been violently 
pushed out of the Washington 
scene by the Agency emissary, 
again went into action in an in- 
tensified campaign. The ap- 
proaching November elections of- 
fered a favorable opportunity. It 
is at such times that government 
in the democracies are more 
sensitive to the expressions and 
sentiments of its citizens. 

A Political Actions Committee 
was organized to mobilize the 
Jewish citizens of America to de- 
mand in the name of American 
principles and American commit- 
ments, action from our govern- 
ment in connection with Pales- 
tine. Our purpose was not to 
elicit another statement from the 
White House. Of these, the rec- 
ords show that we have had 
quite a number. Nevertheless, the 
pressure of aroused and indig- 
nant public opinion was so great 
that on October 4th, the Presi- 
dent did issue a statement.

It was a long statement of 
some 1500 words in «which the 
President reviewed the Adminis- 
tration’s efforts regarding Pal- 
estine—a rather unconvincing 
record even when presented by 
the Administration. The Presi- 
dent strongly urged that in view 
of the postponement of the Lon- 
don Conference to December 
16th, “that substantial immigra- 
tion into Palestine cannot await 
a solution to the Palestine prob- 
lem and that it should begin at 
once. Preparations for this move- 
ment have already been made by 
this government and it is ready 
to lend its immediate assistance.” 

This was a forthright and ad- 
mirable statement and in making 
it, the President went back to the 
position which he took before, 
upon the publication of the re- 
port of the Committee on Inquiry. 
He separated the short-term 
recommendations from the long- 
term recommendations and de- 
manded immediate action where 
action was immediately impera- 
tive. 

With reference to the ultimate 
solution for Palestine, the Pres- 
ident took note of the Agency’s 
proposals to “solve the Palestine 
problem by means of the erea- 
tion of a viable Jewish state in 
control of its own immigration 
and economic policies in an ade- 
quate area of Palestine, instead 
of in the whole of Palestine.” It 
was his belief that solution along 
these lines would command the 
support of public opinion in the 
United States. 


U. S. NOT SUPPORTING JEW- 
ISH AGENCY PARTITION 
PROPOSALS 
However, the President still 

did not commit the United States 
Government to the Agency pro- 
posals—“I cannot believe,” ‘he 
stated, “that the gap between 
the proposals which have been 
put forward (the Grady-Morrison 
plan and the Agency plan) is too 
broad to be breached by men of 
reasofr and good-will. To such a 
solution our government could 
give its support.” In other words, 
while the United States definitely 
refused to give its support to the 
Agency proposals, it is prepared 
to give its support to a compro- 
mise proposal as between parti- 
tion, which is the Agency pro- 
posal, and the Grady- Morrison 
plan. 

This is a far cry from endors- 
ing the Jewish state in terms of 
what the floating spokesman for 
the Jewish Agency has so neatly 
and so attractively defined for 
himself in the public press. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, you will recall, 
did go much farther in this re- 
gard than did President Truman.

President Roosevelt stated that 
he was convinced that the Amer. 
ican people gave their support 
to the establishment of Palestine 
(that is to say, the whole of Pal- 
estine) as a free and democratic 
Jewish Commonwealth, and if re 
elected he would help to bring 
about its realization.

BRITAIN WILL FIGHT ANY 

JUST SOLUTION 

I have dwelt at great length 
on the attitude of the Govern- 
ment of the United States to our 
cause. I have said: little or noth- 
ing about the attitude of Great 
Britain, which is after all the 
Mandatory Government of Pal- 
estine and the Government which 
has the prime obligation and re 
sponsibility in the matter and the 
untimate decision. I have done so 
for two reasons. The Government 


_of the United States is after all 


our Government. As citizens we 
can turn to it was redress and 
because this is a democracy, also 
for an explanation and an ac 
counting. 

It is quite easy to criticize a 
foreign government. We must be 
equally as frank in the criticism 


of our own Government. Here; 


however, party imterests and 
other conflicting loyalties fre- 
quently get in the way, and we are 
inclined to apologize for, overt: 
look and generally shield our 
Government where only just and 
forthright criticism could correct 
the situation. 

In the second place, I am per- 
suaded that only as the United 
States is brought into the picture 
very affirmatively and as 4 
strong and dependable ally of 
ours will we make any progress 
at all with Great Britain in 4a 
final settlement of Palestine. The 
Government of Great Britain 
wants neither the Biltmore pro 
gram nor partition, nor a unitary 
state as envisaged by the Anglo 
American Committee of Inquiry. 
It wants no political arrange 
ment for Palestine which will 
substantially increase the Jewish 
population there, or reduce its 
own firm and indefinite control 
over that country. It will resort 
to every device to defeat a just 
solution. 

Unless the Government of the 
United States can be per 
energetically to intervene on the 
basis of its commitments and ‘ia

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Near East, where peace is 
yery vital to its own interest and 
in the interest of the world, 
nothing will be done. If the 
United States will resolve to see 
that the letter and the spirit of 
the Palestine Mandate are faith- 
fully carrried out, and will make 
that one of the major objectives 
of its foreign policy to which it 
will devote itself persistenly and 
aggressively, as it has begun to 
do with other political problems 
in other parts of the world, some- 
thing definite will be achieved 
and that speedily.... 


The action of the Executive of 
the Jewish Agency which was 
taken in Paris on August 5th to 
the effect that “it is prepared to 
discuss a proposal for the estab- 
lishment of a viable Jewish State 
in an adequate area of Pales- 
tine,” must be in the last analy- 
sis be judged by its results. Re- 
sults so far have been entirely 
negative. The high hope which 
was entertained by the members 
of the Executive that their par- 
tition proposal, representing as 
it did “a supreme sacrifice in 
order to facilitate an immediate 
lasting settlement” to quote the 
words of Dr. Chaim Weizman’s 
letter to the British Colonial 
Secretary, would be quickly ac- 
cepted and would help to clear 
up the dangerous political log- 
jam which had developed, did not 
materialize. 


I am inclined to believe that 
the action of the Executive was 
an error of judgment. To ques- 
tion the judgment of the Execv- 
tive is not to challenge the au- 
thority of the Jewish Agency. 
The Executive is only an instru- 
mentality of the Jewish Agency, 
and it is charged with carrying 
out its policies. At the time of the 
vote on partition, the Executive 
had not consulted either the 
Smaller or the Larger Actions 
Committee. of our movement 
which alone have the authority to 
act for our movement in the in- 
terim between Congresses. ... 


We also question the method 
which was employed in ascertain- 
ing whether the American or the 
British Government would be 
prepared to accept the partition 
proposal. 


There were many ways in 
which such information could 
have been readily obtained with- 
out the necessity of a prelimin- 
ary formal vote of approval of 
partition, a decision which could 
hardly be expected to remain se- 
eret for long. It could have been 
Obtained without dramatically 
flying an emissary from Paris 
to Washington, whose coming 
was heralded by sensational dis- 
patches from Paris announcing 
that an emissary was arriving to 
discuss with the President of the 
United States a Jewish Agency 
Plan for Palestine. There was a 
sufficient number of Zionist lead- 
ers left in the United States who 
could have obtained that informa- 
tion quietly and quickly in the 
ordinary course of their work in 
Washington. 


GOLDMAN FLOUTED AGREE- 
MENT WITH EMERGENCY 
COUNCIL 


We criticize the manner in 
which the mission of the Jewish 
Agency was carried out by its 
emissary in Washington. The 
story has been told and will be 
told in fullest detail at the World 
Zionist Congress. Suffice it to 
State that agreements which 
Were reached by the American 
Zionist Emergency Council and 
Dr. Goldman on his arrival in

We agreed unanimously, Dr. 
Goldmann concurrring, that néi- 
ther he nor we would propose a 
partition plan to the Cabinet 
committee or other American of- 
ficials, that we would not try to 
“sell” them partition, or to tell 
them that the Jewish Agency 
wants it..We would continue to 
press for the implementation of 
the short-range recommenda- 
tions of the Anglo-American Com- 
mittee for the. transference of 
the 100,000 and the removal of 
immigration and land restric- 
tions. The American members of 
the Committee were then in 
Washington and were eagerly co- 
operating with us in this. 


If, in the course of the discus- 
sions between these committee 
members and the members of the 
Cabinet Committee, the subject 
of partition would come up, and 
there was no doubt that the sub- 
ject would come up, since some 
of the members were preparing 
to raise it, and if then the emis- 
sary of the Jewish Agency or the 
representatives of the American 
Zionist Emergency Council were 
asked what the attitude of the 
Jewish Agency would be to such 
a proposal, they would then be 
in a position to indicate that un- 
der certain conditions, the Jewish 
Agency would be prepared to con- 
sider such a compromise solution. 


We all agreed that it would be 
a colossal political blunder for 
us to announce publicly that the 
Zionist movement proposes to 
sacrifice one-half of Palestine in 
order to retain the other half. 
Once that is done, a partitioned 
Palestine becomes our maximal 
position, from which Govern- 
ments may properly ask us in the 
name of reasonableness and com- 
promise to recede still further. 


This over, partition proposals 
would be still further whittled 
down. 


To criticize the manner in 
which the emissary of the Jewish 
Agency carried out his mission in 
Washington is not to criticize the 
Jewish Agency, although some 
have come to think of themselves 
as synonymous and _ identical 
with the Jewish Agency. 


Nothing was gained ‘by this 
diplomatic meneuver of the Ex- 
ecutive of the Jewish Agency. 
Its action had nothing to do with 
the rejection by our Government 
of the Morrison-Grady proposal. 
Mr. Grady was recalled from 
London on July 31st. Mr. Mor- 
rison was compelled to announce 
in the House of Commons on that 
day that the American Govern- 
ment which he had confidentially 
expected to sign the proposal and 
which agreement was to have 
been announced that very day, 
had changed its mind. The Execu- 
tive of the Jewish Agency did 
not adopt its partition proposals 
till August 5 th and Dr. Gold- 
man did not arrive in the United 
States until August 6th. The 
argument that as a result of the 
partition mission to Washington, 
our Government is now on record 
as endorsing a Jewish State is 
also not borne out by the official 
documents, as I have indicated. 


WANTS W. Z. CONGRESS 
TO DISAVOW ACTION OF 
EXECUTIVE 


But if nothing was gained, 
something substantial was lost, 
I am afraid. A partitioned Pal- 
estine now represents our maxi- 
mum Zionist demands, both in 
London and in Washington and 
in the Arab world. Our own Gov- 
ernment now suggests a still fur- 
ther compromise, not as between 
the Biltmore program and par- 
tition, but between partition and 
cantonization. 

From now on anyone who will 


go to Washington to talk with 
Officials about a free and demo- 
cratic Jewish Commonwealth in 
the whole of Palestine—and this 
mind you is still the official posi- 


‘tion of our movement—will, I am 


afraid, be laughed out of court. 
Again, as has been pointed out 
by some who would favor parti- 
tion as a possible solution, that 
the moment partition was put 
forward as an official Zionist pro- 
posal it thereby became available 
as a possible British Conference 
proposal. 

Unless the forthcoming Zion- 
ist Congress disavows in some 
decisive manner the action of the 
Executive, or the interpretation 
which was universally placed 
upon it, we shall have to re- 
orient our entire Zionist propa- 
ganda and begin to urge our 
friends to press for a Jewish 
State in the whole of Palestine. 
We have not succeeded in achiev- 
ing the Biltmore program, but we 
have also failed to achieve par- 
tition. Wherein then have the so- 
called pro-partition moderates 
scored over the Biltmore ex- 
tremists? 

It it is true that the present 
Government of Great Britain is 
unwilling to grant us statehood 
in, ven a part of Palestine, and 
the record of the present British 
Government is very clear on this 
subject, what point is there in 
making one grand gesture of re- 
nunciation after another and in 
publicly proclaiming our readi- 
ness for supreme sacrifices when 
our gestures are disdained and 
our sacrifices are condemned! 


ENGLAND NOT MOVED BY 
CONCESSIONS ON PART OF 
JEWS 


Can you recall a single instance 
in the last 25 years when any 
sacrifice on our part evoked a 
favorable response eithér from 
the British Government or from 
the Arabs? Have the unofficial 
negotiations which the Executive 
of the Jewish Agency carried on 
during the past two months with 
the British Government, during 
which time the Executive yielded 
again and again on conditions 
which it had _ previously an- 
nounced as the irreducible mini- 
mum, in the hope that its reason- 
ableness would recommend itself 
to the Government, have these 
negotiations, I ask, yielded a sin- 
gle response of fairness and gen- 
erosity. on the part of the Gov- 
ernment? 

How long can we follow along 
this road of renunciation and ab- 
negation without tearing the 
heart out of our movement? 

Something else has been lost, 
I am afraid. In its eagerness to 
persuade the Governments of 
Great Britain and the United 
States to accept partition, the 
spokesmen of the Jewish Agency 
quite naturally praised their pro- 
posal as very reasonable and 
moderate. The impression ac- 
cordingly was left with Govern- 
ments and with the press of the 
world that those Zionists who re- 
main loyal to the Biltmore plan, 
to the classic Zionist program, 
to the Balfour Declaration and 
the Mandate, are unreasonble 
and extremists. 

It was not long before reports 
began to circulate through the 
press, some of them inspired I 
am afraid by some of our own 
people, reports emanating from 
Paris or London, to the effect 
that a sharp struggle exists in 
the Zionist movement between 
the moderates and the extrem- 
ists, that the Jewish Agency rep- 
resents the temperate and the 
moderate wing of the movement, 
and that certain Zionists prin- 
cipally the Zionists of the United 
States represent the extremists.

National Conventions 
UT of the welter and crowded program of any convention 
there emerge many ideas and many occurrences deserving of 
comment, study, or at least passing observation. The 49th annual 
convention of the Zionist Organization of America is no exception, 
yet, writing in the very midst of these activities, one is unable to 
order one’s thoughts properly, or to set out the pattern of the pro- 
ceedings, which will become clear only after several good nights 
of sleep, and departure from the tumult of the lobbies and the 
Atlantic City boardwalk. 

All conventions are, in the phrase of the publicity agent, “most 
historic.” This was not an historic convention in the true sense of 
the word, but it had a distinguishing characteristic which will make 
it linger long in the minds of the delegates. For there was an issue— 
a genuine, vital, throbbing issue. That issue was partition of Pales- 
tine. From a technical point of view, there was no resolution be- 
fore the convention either endorsing or condemning partition, but 
the issue colored every discussion, and permeated every committee 
chamber, and there was little doubt where the sympathies of the 
great majority of delegates lay. 

+ s * 

THE EXISTENCE of such an issue, and the earnest and fervent 
manner in which it was discussed, should not be passed off lightly. 
For years Zionist conventions have been conducted with pseudo 
issues, manufactured by opposing parties as cloaks for activity of 
an internal political nature. The REAL issues in the past were for 
the most part, Louis Lipsky, or Robert Szold, or Solomon Goldman 
or other personalities. This year there was adultation for Dr. Sil- 
ver, but his personality was not the keynote of the convention. There 
was more genuine concern for Zionism itself than there has been 
for years, 

In many other respects the convention did not rise above its 
usual level. The quibbling over words or precise definitions in long 
resolutions, I imagine, will always be with us, and the lawyers and 
parliamentarians will ever rise to their feet to amend, alter, delete, 
strike out, substitute, refer or table, with all the verbal flourishes 
and oratorical bombast invariably accompanying such action. They 
multiply words, but thereby eonfuse thought. 

The convention was called democratic because there was ample 
opportunity for delegates from the floor to participate freely in the 
discussion of political affairs. Indeed, Dr. Silver, as presiding chair- 
man, was scrupulously careful to protect and preserve the right of 
every delegate who wished to speak. I hope I shall not be accused 
of totalitarianism or anti-democratic views if I offer the opinion 
that unenlightened discussion is no contribution to democracy. A 
stupid opinion offered by an uninformed delegate is an impediment 
to popular understanding, and the impediment is increased in pro- 
portion to the number of such misguided and ill-termed contribu- 
tions. It may be perfectly necessary to permit men who have trav- 
eled hundreds of thousands of miles to the convention to give voice 
to their thoughs and opinions, no matter how confused or befuddled, 
but the mistake should not be made of thinking that this process is 
vital or at all helpful in arriving at clear decisions, 

+ a * 
> SOMETHING MIGHT BE ADDED, too, about the meaning of 
unanimity, or even majority, to which too much importance is some- 
times attached. Unfortunately, decisions are too often made, not 
in response to logic or reason, but under the influence of emotion or 
mass hysteria. Rare indeed are the convention occasions when a 
mass audience divides to any’ appreciable extent on an issue. In- 
stead, whole audiences are swayed almost as a wnit for or against 
propositions or resolutions, on the basis of oratorical or emotional 
appeals. It should be obvious that under such conditions a conven- 
tion can never be the truly deliberative body which it is intended 
to be. 

Add to this another primary weakness of a convention: the 
necessity of telescoping into the limited time of a few days the 
numerous sessions, conferences and discussions, which are the 
proper business of such a conclave. Subject to the pressures of a 
clocked schedule, delegates,. no matter how intelligent or how 
earnest, simply do not have sufficient time to give to diligent study 
of the matters requiring their attention. Thus, such factors as those 
mentioned above, with the additional influence of such peculiar and 
diversified factors as the weather, the mechanical operation of the 
amplifying system or the merits of the hotel cuisine, operate to 
affect the final outcome. 

No discredit is intended to the Z.0.A. Convention; I point only 
to the difficulties inherent in any convention where a thousand or 
more delegates assemble. Perhaps we are in need of new organza- 
tional forms which may better fulfill the functions which now seem 
to be beyond the capacities of national conventions as we knew them.

POLITICAL STATE IDEA BLAMED; 
IT KEEPS DPS FROM PALESTINE

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn.—The insistence of Zionists on a po- 


litical state in Palestine is the cause of continued suffering of the 
displaced Jews of Europe who otherwise might have gained entry 
to Palestine, Arthur Hays Sulzberger, publisher of the New York 
Times, declared in a talk here on the occasion of the 80th anniversary 








of Mizpah Congregation. 

“It is unfair to carry on this 
political controversy at the ex- 
pense of the miserable tenants of 
the D.P, Camps,” Mr. Sulzberger 
said. “Nor will the philosophical 
and political ideal of Jewish 
statehood die by reason of delay 
if it deserves to live; but refu- 
gees will die if humanity too 
long delays their rescue.” 

Estimating that 350,000 Jews 
survive in the camps of Europe, 
Mr. Sulzberger maintained that 
“countless” Arabs, with an as- 
surance of sovreingty, might be 
found who would admit that 
there is room in Palestine for all 
of them but not for a Jewish 
state. He also said the United 
States, France and Britain should 
open their doors to the refugees. 

“I acknowledge,” Mr. Sulzberg- 
er continued, “that those who 
view Jews as a race instead of 
as a faith, and a faith only, as I 
do, have reasons for national 
aspirations which I do not share. 

“I acknowledge that those to 
whom a Jewish state has been a 
life-long goal ean be expected to 
pursue it even when the costs are 
high, but it seems to me that the 
costs of statehood today in terms 
of human suffering are greater 
than people can be asked to 
bear.”

The anti-immigration campaign 
is led by newspapers published 
in the province of Quebec. The 
influential Montreal Star de- 
mands a strictly selective policy 
of immigration. Notre Temps, 
of this city, declares that hu- 
manitarian arguments are hypo- 
critical, while the Quebec Action 
Catholique says the government 
is wise in not starting a full-scale 
immigration program. Other pa- 
pers play up the fact that several 
Jews were included among the 
defendants in the recent Soviet 
spy trials. 

A strong appeal to the Cana- 
dian Government to admit more 
refugees was issued recently by 
representatives of 150 local Jew- 
ish organizations after hearing 
Saul Hayes, executive director of 
the Canadian Jewish Congress, 
following his return from Eu- 


rope.

Here Asch 
poses a problem and does not an- 
swer it clearly. . . .

Some 
of the episodes which he portrays 
are like paintings of a great.art- 
st.... They are vivid and leave 
a lasting impression. . . , There 
is a great deal of warmth for the 
religious Jew in Asch’s hook and 
a good deal of sympathy with 
what the Catholic religion does to 
the Catholic soul. . . . There will 
be both Jewish readers and Cath 
olic readers who will criticize 
Asch’s religious approach, but 
taken as a literary piece of work, 
the novel will, no doubt, be recog: 
nized arhong Sholem Asch’s best. 
. .. It is a monument to the East 
Side of thirty years ago, which 
is now disappearing. . . . Jewish 
readers who have no religious 
feelings will probably regret the 
fact that Asch spends his talent 
on preaching a kind of superTe 
ligion. . . .

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AL SEGAL Speaks on TAKE HIM AWAY 





T this season in our American life poli- 
ticians like to play with the myth that 
there is a Jewish vote. Currently they have 
been beating drums for Palestine in the big- 
ber cities, like rapt Zionists. Or they leap with 
gleeful shouting on another politician who 
thought that the hanging of the big Nazis 
wasn’t exactly legal. This year the “Jewish 
vote” ranks with beefsteaks as political capi- 
tal by which to get elected. 

Politicians (non-Jewish) compete with each 
other to prove that one is a better Zionist than 
his opponent. President Truman issues a Y6m 
Kippur proclamation on Palestine and Gover- 
nor Dewey is not far behind. 

The politicians had a grand time dancing 
around the corpses of the dead Nazis, each to 
show that he was hap- 
pier than his rival to see 
them hanged and dead. 
It was like a political 
Purim. 

All this was most pain- 
fully insulting to under- 
standing Jews and I 
should guess that most 
of us do understand the 
ways of American poli- 
tics. Few, if any, of us are deceived and most 
of us felt humiliated to be used for politics, 
like beef or the lack thereof. : 

The politicians haven’t yet learned that Jews 
aren’t to be handled that way. Their backward 
minds function in the remote past when the 
U. S. was inhabited largely by new immigrants 
who needed friends and gratefully accepted the 
favors of precinct politicians. 

The precinct political leader could show 
the bewildered immigrant where to get a ped- 
dler’s license at the City Hall. He could speak 
to the hoodlum who liked to pull immigrants’ 
beards. He could stop the exactions of grafting 
cops when one had a small store. He was a 
friendly man in an hour of life when friend- 
liness was badly needed. In his selfish way he 
did perform some desirable social services. 

Politicians’ minds keep on thinking in that 
period. In the larger cities they think of Jews 
as people still to be handled out of the vest 
pocket. Jews still are considered “vote,” like 
the harassed little peddlers who were grateful 
for a favor or a smile. Yes, a politician muses, 
it should make Jews happy if they see me 
smile on Palestine; they will be my life-long 
friends if they see me dance around the Nur- 
emberg corpses. 

The politicians haven’t caught up with the 
facts of Jewish life in the U. S. One of these 
facts is that Jews think of themselves as 
Americans whose political affiliations are 
based on the same principles and prejudices 
on which other Americans stand. 

If they are well off they are generally Re- 
publicans who, like all other Americans of 

. their class, have regarded the New Deal as 
subversive to the economic institutions which 
made them fairly happy people. Their politics 
are influenced by the fluctuations of the stock 
market and they know it’s a good administra- 
tion when prices on the stock exchange are 
high. 

If they are wage-earners they, like a great 
many other American wage-earners, belong 
hopefully to the PAC. In this affiliation they 





are governed by economic hopes similar to 
those that cause others, in their political 
thinking, to follow the stock exchange. They 
like to believe that if the PAC is triumphant 
wages will be better and their way of living 
more secure. 

(I should add, though, that there are well-to- 
do Jews who don’t mind the stock market at 
all and have the idea that if wages are good 
and workmen have security it will be all right 
for them, too. These go along with PAC.) 

So it goes politically among the Jews, 
though the politicians haven’t found it out yet. 
To these backward thinkers the Jew is stiil 
the bewildered voter who could be had by lit- 
tle favors and flatteries. Well, yes, they say, 
we'll tell them we’re Zionists; that’ll get them. 
We'll put on a 1d& of being plenty sore be- 
cause Goering died by poison instead of by 
hanging; that should get them. 

To this American Jew all this gives a pain 
as it does to all other self-respecting Jews. 
It’s like being patronized by a ward-heeler. 
I’d tell the guy to get the hell out of here. 

I can take care of myself; I’m not to be 
handled. I, the Jew have lived a long time in 
a great history and who’s this fellow to in- 
fluence my mind and heart by cheap flattery? 

My being a Jew is a matter of my conscience 
and this politician can’t speculate with it fer 
the profit of votes. 

I am for more and more immigration cf 
homeless Jews to Palestine but this politician 
insults me when he attempts for the sake of 
votes, to exploit my deepest humanitarian 
feelings as man and Jew. 

And, as to the Nuremberg hangings, I, the 
Jew, don’t dance with the politicians around 
the scaffold. I look on solemnly as a man who 
on this scaffold has seen the fulfillment of the 
ethica] teaching he inherited in sacred scrip- 
ture. 

I remember what Isaiah said about the fate 
of the arrogant transgressor: “How art thou 
fallen from heaven, O day star of the morn- 
ing! How art thou cut down to the ground, 
thou that didst cast lots over the nations! 

“Thou saidst in thy heart: 

“Above the stars of God will I exalt my 
throne. ... Yet thou shalt be brought down 
to the nether world, to the uttermost parts of

“They that saw thee ... they gaze earnestly 
at thee: ‘Is this the man that made the earth 
to tremble, that did shake kingdoms, that made 
the world as a wilderness, and destroyed the 
cities thereof? . . . Thou art cast forth from 
thy grave, like an abhorred offshoot, in the 
raiment of the slain that are thrust through 
with the sword, that go down to the pavement 
of the pit, as a carass trodden underfoot. Thou 
shalt not be joined with them in burial be- 
cause thou hast destroyed thy land, thou hast 
slain thy people; the seed of evil-doers shall 
not be named forever.” 

No ,I, a Jew, do not dance at the scaffold 
but stand there humbly with bowed head be- 
fore the fulfillment of Holy Writ. As for the 
politician who dances there to flatter me at 
election time, I say, as the Army officer said 
of Goering after his body had been brought 


into the execution chamber: “Take him away.”

traditions of the Renaissance. On 
October 22, 1586, a year after his 
elevation to the Papacy, he made, 
public the memorable Bull in 
which he displayed what “Chris- 
tian Piety” to the Jews should 
be. He proceeded to repeal the 
most oppressive measures of his 
predecessors. Jews were again 
permitted to live in the states of 
the Church, employ Christian 
servants, enter into friendly rela- 
tions with the general popula- 
tion, and even practice among 
them the medical profession. 
Jewish life im central Italy ex- 
perienced a temporary revival, 
and many refugees returned to 
Rome from other places. How- 
ever, the tolerable conditions 
were only temporary. When 
Clement XIII became Pope in 
1592 he reverted to the oppres- 
sive traditions of other years. 
These continued until the capture 
of Rome in 1870. 

NQUISITION at Rome Forbids 
I Gravestones. The repressive 
policy of the Popes towards the 
Jews was not confined only to the 
living. On October 23, 1625, a de- 
cree was made public which for 

bade the Jews to erect 
Oct. 23, gravestones over their 
1625 graves. Nothing was al- 
lowed beyond the mini- 
mum requirements of _ burial. 
Thus the Jews were deprived 
even of the questionable luxury 
to mourn over the graves of their 
loved ones. This repression con- 
tinued until the 19th century. 
He AUTION” Against Prayer 
Book of Reform Jews of 
London. During the middle of 
the 19th century London Jewry 
was rent by a schism which left 
traces almost to the end of the 
eentury. Both among the 
Oct. 24, Ashkenazim and the 
1841 Sephardim the more cul- 





tured members had been increas- 
ingly offended by the lack of de- 
corum shown at both Bevis 
Marks and the Great Synagogue. 
Of course, the echoes of the Men- 
delssohnian movement and Re- 
form on the Continent had reach- 
ed England. In 1836, a definite 
proposal was made by a number 
of London Jews to start Reform. 
The petition was rejected as 
were similar ones in 1839 and 
1840. In the latter year twenty- 
four gentlemen, eighteen Ash- 
kenazim and six Sephardim, de- 
termined to form.a congregation 
in which their ideas as to de- 
corum in the service should be 
carried out. On Oct. 24, 1841, a 
“caution” was issued against the 
prayer-book it was planning to 
use. Five days before the dedica- 
tion of the congregation’s syna- 
gogue on January 27, 1842, a 
“cherem” was issued against all 
holding communion with its 
members. The ban was not re- 
moved until March 9, 1849. 


AST Public Auto-da-fe in 
Portugal.

Now for a few recipes that have been lined up for November, 
the month of plentiful pumpkins, squashes, sweet potatoes, cran- 
berries, grapes, grapefruit and a lot more of the fruit of the tree 
and vine. 

But let us begin with a special request that comes from Mrs. 
Anna Gralitzer of Brooklyn who wants a -“‘repeat” of the Peanut 
Butter Cookies recipe recently given in these columns. “I lost the 
recipe you gave and would be very grateful if you would repeat it. 
. . . Have enjoyed the recipes in each issue very much .. . they 
are very interesting.” Thanks, Mrs. G. for your appreciation of 
recipes we publish. How about sending us your special favorites so 
we can share them with other readers? 

Sugarless Peanut Butter Cookies 
1 can Sweentened Condensed % cup peanut butter 
Milk (15 oz. can) 1 cup chopped. nuts 

Combine with a fork in a deep bowl. Drop by teaspoonfuls on 
a greased baking sheet leaving ample space between. Bake 10 min- 
utes at 375° F or until nicely browned. Remove from pan at once. 
Variations can be made by adding 2 cups finely chopped dates or 

seeded raisins in place of chopped nuts; or 1 cup graham 
cracker crumbs plus % teaspoon salt; or 2 cups crushed 
cereal flakes and nuts. 

And here-are several ways to prepare Pumpkin that I am sure 
you'll enjoy: 

Baked Pumpkin 

Wash the whole pumpkin and wipe dry. Cut into wedges, re- 
move seeds, sprinkle lightly with sugar or salt (depending on your 
taste) and bake at 350° F 20 to 25 minutes or until tender enough 
to pierce with a fork. Excellent with any meat, chicken or fish 
meal, in place of other vegetables. 

French Fried Pumpkin 

Remove the hard surface from pumpkin wedges and cut into 
% inch thick pieces any size you desire. Roll in slightly salted flour 
and fry in deep fat, preferably vegetable shortening or oil, like 
French Fried Potatoes. Use a frying basket if possible. Lift out 
when nicely browned and drain well. Dust lightly with salt if serv- 
ing with meat or fish. Or, dust with sugar and cinnamon while 
hot for a new taste thrill. 

Mashed Pumpkin 

Dice pumpkin and cook with 1 tablespoon cold water for each 
cupful of vegetable plus % teaspoon salt for 1 quart of the cut bits. 
Cook in a tightly covered pot over moderate heat until tender. Mash 
well. Add butter or chicken fat, and a dash of nutmeg or allspice. 
Serve like mashed potatoes. 

Scalleped Apples and Spanish Onions 
2 cups sliced, unpared apples % cup dry bread or cracker 
2 cups sliced sweet Spanish crumbs 
Onions 2 tablespoons sugar 
4 tablespoons melted short- % teaspoon salt 
ening (butter, salad oil, 
chicken fat, etc.) 

Arrange in alternate layers in a well greased casserole, sprink- 
ling generously each layer with mixed crumbs, sugar and salt. Make 
top layer crumbs, add remaining shortening and cover. Bake at 
375° F for 30 minutes. Uncover to brown lightly. Serves 4.

The American Association of 
English-Jewish Newspapers could 
by writing one letter perform the 
best service achieved in the few 
years of its existence. 

The Post has been able to make 
gome headway in the matter, but 
there are still some national or- 
ganizations who go their own de- 
Jightful way, ignoring the Anglo- 
Jewish press when they so will. 

Anglo-Jewish papers are al- 
most all in the hands of their 
readers on Fridays. An organiza- 

tion that has a news item to re- 
lease on Monday can give it to 
the daily press immediately and 
so harm the papers it needs week 
in and week out, or it can hold 
up the release of the news item 
wntil Friday so that the A-J 
paper won’t be robbed of the one 
eommodity it has to sell—news. 

Better than releasing their 
news on Friday, the national or- 
ganization could hold up the re- 
lease until Saturday, thus giving 
the Jewish papers a day advan- 
tage. 

What Jewish organization news 
is printed in the daily press is 
not too important to the dailies, 
but the same Jewish news may 
be the feature of the A-J papers 
for that week. 

Such organizations as the B’nai 

B'rith, the National Jewish Wel- 
fare Board, and other, where the 
nature of the news permits, have 
given consideration to the A-J 
press to the extent of the above, 
but others still consider the A-J 
press too insignificant to be 
worth anything more than slaps 
in the face. 

The following reprint gives a 
elear idea of what I mean:

Convention Victory For Jewish Agency 


LTHOUGH there may be some who would 
dispute this contention, the convention of 
the Zionist Organization of America was a 
victory for the Jewish Agency and in that 
sense a victory also for Dr. Nahum Goldman. 
That such a statement could be made would 
have seemed impossible even to those who ar- 
ranged the convention and decided most of its 
decisions beforehand, but any experienced ob- 
server would have to concede that the Jewish 
Agency won the day at the convention. 
Dr. Nahum Goldman’s showing was of course 
much poorer, and it is doubtful that had he 


been there he would have been any better off. 
But definitely Dr. Goldman’s position in Amer. 
ican Zionism is stronger today than it was q 
week ago, before the convention. 

The Agency won because partition ts now 
not alone talked about as a possible way out, 
but in the thinking ef many leading Zionists 
partition now is even welcome. 

Before the convention partition was ana. 
thema. It had proved to be a trap into which 
the Jewish Agency fell. Now partition is re. 
spectable. This is assuredly a victory for the 
Jewish Agency. 


Need This Sort Of Planning 


THE move initiated by the Council of 

Jewish Welfare Funds and Federations 
to look into capital fund drives by various 
Jewish institutions planned for next year, cer- 
tainly is sound. 

As it is, these institutions, all very much 
worthwhile, decide for themselves what amount 
they shall seek, and obviously this type of 
situation is bound to create confusion. 

Since the funds all come from the same 
sources, what is necessary is some form of 
intelligent planning to avoid the situation 
whereby the amounts raised bear no relation- 
ship to the cause or the need. 

Unquestionably the Jews of the United 
States are going to be asked to at least dupli- 


cate what they gave in 1946 to the United Jew. 
ish Appeal. In fact probably the goal for 1947 
will be twenty-five or fifty million more than 
that. If on top of this goal, or in place of it, 
another twenty-five or fifty million dollars ig 
sought, then the situation could be disastrous 
to many worthy causes. 

In a venture involving such a large amount 
it would seem obvious that somewhere there 
be some kind of control to protect not only the 
givers but the beneficiaries. The Council of 
Jewish Welfare Funds and Federations is 
ideally suited both by experience and by set-up 
to prvoide that control or planning, and it is 
to be hoped that partisan groups are not able to 
forestall it, 


Current Comment 


Threats To Demoerats A Disservice To Zion- 
ist Cause, Says Reconstructionist—On Septem- 
ber 30, there appeared in several of the New 
York newspapers an advertisement in the form 
of “An Open Letter to the Democratic National 
Committee.” The gist of the ad, which was pre- 
pared by the Greater New York Zionist Ac- 
tions Committee is contained in its concluding 
sentences: “We do not seek new promises, or 
new planks. The old ones are good enough. 
What we ask is that our Administration fulfill 
those old promises now. We ask that American 
policy on Palestine be carried out now.” Public 
meetings have been held all over the country 
designed to effect the purpose expressed in the 
ad and to threaten the Democratic Party, im- 
plicity if not explicitly, with defeat at the polls 
unless the Administration takes immediate ef- 
fective action in fulfillment of its pre-election 
pledges. 

We believe this is both an injustice and a 
practical mistake, a disservice to the Zionist 
cause. 

We say this not because we would withhold 
from the Jewish people the right enjoyed by 
all other groups to protect their vital interests 
by the exercise of the suffrage. We also agree 
with the authors of the ad that the cynical 
violation of election pledges after election is 
utterly reprehensible, and that individuals who 
are guilty of such misconduct rightly forfeit 
the confidence of the electorate. 

Why then do we resent the ad and the policy 
for which it stands? Because it would make 
of Zionism what in reality it is not—a party 
issue in American life. Indeed, it would make 
it the only issue of which Jews are asked to 
take cognizance. 

That is unfair to America. The forthcoming 
elections may prove decisive for many import- 
ant issues in American life. The economic and 
social welfare of the American people is in- 
volved. Can American Jews conscientiously 
make the sole criterion of judging candidates, 
their active support of a Jewish Palestine? 

If one major party had definitely supported 
our aspirations and the other definitely rejected 
them, we might logically take the position that 
their respective attitudes toward our just cause 
is indicative of the spirit in which they would 
handle American foreign relations generally. 
We might then legitimately permit their re- 
spective attitudes toward Zionism to determ- 
ine our vote. But there is no diference in the 
attude of the two parties to Zionism. Both 
parties have rendered service to it in Congress 
by adopting the Zionist resolution.- And if they 
adopted it with tongue in cheek—and we are 
not convinced that such was the case—both 


parties must share alike the eredit or the 
blame. 

The fact is that American foreign policy 
has not been made by a Democratic Adminis 
tration. It has been made—and rightly so—by 
bi-partisan action. Granted that our govern: 
ment has failed to procure elementary justice 
for the Jewish people in Palestine and even 
the admission of the 100,000 Jewish DP’s, can 
we clearly blame the Democratic Party for 
the failure? Did the British government have 
nothing to do with it? Did Republicans who 
helped to negotiate for the State Department 
have nothing to do with it? Did the President 
fail to exert pressure in behalf of our cause, 
or was the pressure he exerted inadequate to 
overcome the pressures of British and Ameri- 
can imperial interests? All of these relevant 
questions were thrust aside and we were asked 
to try to intimidate the Administration into 
at something” in a hurry before the elec- 

The procedure is obviously unfair. Apologists 
for it ean defend it only on the premise that 
the end justifies the means, that if it results 
in rescuing 100,000 hapless Jewish refugees 
and restoring them to freedom and a whole 
some life, the fact that it contributes unjustly 
to the defeat of the Democratic Party is of 
minor consequence. But bad means to good 
ends are justified only if those means are well 
calculated to achieve their end and if they 
have no other consequences which may create 
new evils as great as, or greater than, the 
evils they seek to remedy. 

But the means hinted at in the ad were not 
well-calculated to effect the desired end. The 
most that they could be expected to achieve 
was another letter from President Truman to 
Prime Minister Attlee, which would be duly 
acknowledged and filed before election, and— 
if it so suited the British, ignored after elec: 
tion. What then has been gained? Nothing. 

But much has been lost. The moral pres 
tige of the movement has been impaired. Cyn- 
ical politicians are doubtless laughing at our 
inept political gestures. Liberal Democrats may 
be justly offended by our readiness to repudiate 
loyal friends who supported our cause. Liberal 
Republicans may fear to espouse our cause, 
lest, if their efforts on our behalf prove wn- 
successful, we Jews may turn against them. 


And American anti-Zionists have been given 


a plausible argument in support of their con- 
tention- that Zionists are not good Americans. 

Our leaders should adjure such ethically 
dubious political practices. They can only hurt 
the moral prestige of our movement. In the 


long run, the moral prestige of Zionism is its 4

RECONSTRUCTIONISM COULD HAVE PLACE 
IN PALESTINIAN LIFE, RABBI BELIEVES 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

Enclosed you will find a clip- 
ping from the Chicago Sun of 
October 17th, 1946. In this clip- 
ping it is stated that Dr. Hutch- 
jnson, Christian clergyman, be- 
lieves civil war inevitable in Pal- 
estine if it is made a Zionist 
State—that is, civil war between 
the religious and non-religious 
Jews of Palestine. 

I would like to state at the out- 
set that I believe this opinion to 
pe considerably exaggerated (re- 
garding possibility of civil war). 
However, I find it necessary to 
agree with the thesis, from Pal- 
estinians whom I have met and 
from reading Palestinian publi- 
cations, that social irritability 
does reign between the religious 
and non-religious elements of 
Eretz Israel. It is unfortunate 
that this is so, but nevertheless 
jt is. 

I must admit that it took me 
quite a number of years to ap- 
preciate the endeavors of Dr. 
Kaplan and his reconstruction- 
ism. Reconstructionism as a Jew- 
ish panacea has been foisted ex- 
clusively upon the American Jew- 
ish scene, but no one yet, except 
for one of my former professors 
at the Jewish Institute of Re- 
ligion, has exclaimed that recon- 
structionism could and should be 
introduced into the Palestinian 
Jewish scene, so that the non- 
religious elements there could be 
turned back to an understanding 
of the Jewish religious heritage 
within a pattern of a Jewish civ- 
ilization. Unfortunately, Dr. Kap- 
lan has shifted from his original 
thesis of Judaism as a civiliza- 
tion and has now begun to nar- 
row this down to Judaism as an 
isolated theological formula. 


In Palestine, however, Dr. Kap- 
lan’s endeavor to explain Juda- 
ism as a Civilization and the Jew- 
ish religion being part or essen- 
tial to that civilization would and 
could make considerable head- 
way. 


Palestine will eventually have 
countless numbers of Jews who 
will and already are propelled 
into perpetuation as Jews through 
positive causes such as the He- 
brew language, Jewish environ- 
ment, etc., and many of the 
Marxists and _ socialists under 
proper leadership would return 


to a reconstructed Jewish religi- 
ous life—if not all, many would, 
I am certain. 

Only recently have I met a 
Palestinian from Tel Aviv who 
regretted her being reared with- 
out some form of religious out- 
look. 

The Marxists have placed their 
stamp on Palestine, and in their 
revolt against religions and that 
would include also the Jewish re- 
ligion and its traditionalism, they 
have got away from the source 
of Jewish life and that is the 
Jewish religion which is part and 
parcel of the Jewish people, 
whether they might wish to ad- 
mit it or not. 


I know and feel that recon- 
structing the Jewish religious 
heritage as a part of the Jewish 
civilization would gain adher- 
ence in Palestine. Why, I have 
just heard that even the Poele- 
Zion group in Chicago organized 
its own services for the first 
time in many, many years on the 
High Holydays,’and certainly this 
would not be impossible in Pal- 
estine. 

Reconstructionism in America 
is based on the Jewish commun- 
ity, but the reconstructionists 
here, as yet, have not admitted 
that many Jewish communities in 
the United States have become 
Jewish communities as a result 
of social ostracism and ghetto- 
ization, though many may be 
proud of their Jewishness. This 
fact Mr. Carl Alpert aptly points 
out in a recent article in “opin- 
ion.” 

In Palestine, however, Jews are 
Jews, or most Jews there are 
Jews, not through social ostra- 
cism but are proud of their Jew- 
ishness and would equally be 
proud of a Jewish religious heri- 
tage as part of their Jewish civ- 
ilization were it reconstructed 
within the Jewish life there to 
produce a vibrating and compre- 
hensible Jewish religious life as 
part of Jewish Palestine’s life. 
This is not impossible. It can be 
achieved, and it is up to men 
with courage and foresight to 
achieve this.

But a decision on 
procedure was deferred because 
it was agreed that the committee 
should try to continue to work 
out a measure of agreement on 
the basic questions which must 
be solved if a plan for a perma- 
ment future organization is to be 
projected. 


The Committee on Future Or- 
ganization includes representa- 
tives of all viewpoints, and it is 
the consensus that if these 
spokesmen can reach an agree- 
ment—and most of us feel that 
they will—we shall then be in a 
position to submit proposals to 
the American Jewish community. 
These would then become the sub- 
ject of public discussion and de- 
bate, and. the views of all inter- 
ested parties would be taken into 
account in the formulation of the 
final plan.

INTRODUCES RUSSIAN ISSUE 
IN FIGHT AGAINST ‘PROTESTANT 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

For a period of two years I 
bought the Protestant magazine 
in the belief that it was inter- 
ested in the problems of the Jew- 
ish people. I finally came to the 
conclusion that it was a Commit 
nist front periodical seeking to 
gain the support of Jews in be- 
half of Soviet Russia’s policy of 
imperialism. 

Some Jews have such an in- 
feriority complex that when a 
so-called “Christian” monthly ex- 
tends to them some sympathy, 
they are ready to empty their 
wallets@This tendency is well rec- 
ognized by the’ unscrupulous 
racketeers who operate the Prot- 
estant and they are exploiting it. 
They always have a committee 
for this or that soliciting funds 
from Jews. A few weeks ago the 
Protestant had a full page ad in 
the New York Post weeping over 
the plight of the Jewish people, 
and with the familiar box at the 
bottom of the page reading “I en- 
close my contribution of $______ $ 
to the Protestant to cover ex- 
penses in the enlistment of Chris- 
tian public opinion for the cause 
of oppressed Jews.” If the Jews 
are persecuted, you do your part 
to your brethren by sending your 
check to these “friends” of the 
Jews. 

During the summer months the 
Protestant magazine sent it’s edi- 
tor’s to lecture at Jewish hotels 
and resorts. A_ collection, of 
course, after every talk. Before a 
Jewish audience they condemned 
anti-Semitism most vehemently 
and they were applauded. At the 
proper moment an appeal for 
funds was made and the listeners 
contributed generously. To be 
sympathetic to the Jewish people 
is quite a profitable occupation. 
When will the Jewish masses 
learn that the Gentiles need to 
be told the evils of anti-Semitism, 
not the Jews? 

I challenge anyone to deny the 
fact that the Protesetant maga- 
zine is a publication propagandiz- 
ing in behalf of Soviet Russia’s 
foreign policy. Review the past 
issues of the monthly for several 
years back and you will find that 
it has taken a consistent Commu- 
nist position on all political ques- 
tions. You will find editorials 
such as “Stalin—Architect of 
World Peace” and others extol- 
ling the dictatorship of the prole- 
tariat. In February 1940, the 
Protestant, then the Protestant 
Digest, in an editorial urged 
friendship for the Soviet Union 
at a time when an alliance ex- 
isted between Communist Russia 
and Nazi Germany. This cam- 
paign for friendship towards 
Moscow when Stalin and Hitler 
had divided up Poland between 
themselves and millions of Jews 
were left in a death trap. Let our 
“friends” in the Protestant ex- 
plain that one. 


In the Daily Worker book shop 
where only Communist periodi- 
cals are sold, the Protestant is 
on sale. The Protestant justifies 
Soviet imperialism in the name 
of Jesus Christ. One article sup- 
ports Tito and the other is a 
prayer to Jesus in behalf of the 
Jews. I believe that God helps 
those who help themselves. Let 
us Jews build up our own organi- 
zations and not depend upon 
others who have become tolerant 
of us. 

In the last few years Soviet 
Russia has acquired 274,000 
square miles of foreign territory 
by military force. The Red Army 
marched in and without the con- 
sent of it’s peoples seized Es- 
tonia, Latvia and Lithuania. 
Since the war the Soviet Union 
has annexed 40 per cent of Po- 





from Roumania. Stalin has also 
acquired the Karelian Islands 
from Finland, Sakulin Island 
near Japan and a section of East 
Prussia. Does the Protestant have 
a word of protest against this 


high-handegd aggression? Not-> 


when the Kremlin does it, because 
Russia does it in the name of se- 
curity. Stalin’s idea of building 
peace is by seizing a piece of ter- 
ritory here and there. 

If Soviet Russia is interested in 
smashing fascism, it should start 
at home. Abolish the secret po- 
lice (NKVD). Have free elections 
for the presidency and represen- 
tatives to the supreme soviet. 
Give the people the rights em- 
bodied in the first ten amend- 
ments to the American Constitu- 
tion. I dare the Protestant to ad- 
vocate the above program for 
Soviet Russia. 

Throughout Eastern Erop?, 
where the Red Army is in charge 
of the occupation zone, a reign 
of terror is in progress that 
makes the French Revolution 
seem like a picnic. In Bulgaria, 
hundreds of political leaders on- 
posed to the Communists have 
been murdered in cold blood. The 
Socialist and Peasant parties, the 
two most democratic groups, have 
been smashed. A one-party Com- 
munist dictatorship is in formas 
tion. Yugoslavia today is dotted 
with concentration camps where 
those in disagreement with Tito 
are tortured and executed. No- 
torious fascists in Roumania, 
Hungary and Bulgaria are exon- 
erated of their past crimes if 
they collaborate with the Com- 
munist Party. Is there no indig- 
nation in the Protestant maga- 
zine for this type of treachery 
and despotism. 

Who is the Protestant maga- 
zine to determine and pass judg- 
ment upon Jewish organizations. 

In 1944 the Protestant ran a 
series of articles attacking the 
American Jewish Comm ittee 
writers by a Communist named 
Joseph Brainin. It is for us Jews 
to determine the value of the 
above group. Suppose Jews inter- 
fered in factional disputes be- 
tween Protestants. They would 
resent it and rightly so. The arti- 
cles certainly did not increase 
good will towards Jews. 


Now I want to quote a para- 
graph from a pledge sent out by 
the Protestant to every Christian 
minister in the United States: 


“Jesus was not murdered by 
the Jewish people, who followed 


him in their multitudes and, 


‘heard him gladly’, but by their 
enemies,®the Quislings of that 
day, hiding behind a synthetic 
‘Jewish Front’ mob, just as to- 
day his spirit is being murdered 
again all over the Western World 
by similar betrayers using syn- 
thetic ‘Christian Front’ mobs.” 
This pledge is found on the 
back page of the March 1944 
issue of the Protestant with the 
usual request for a donation. I 
aske the readers of the Jewish 
Post to read the above pledge 
very carefully. This is the rankest 
form of anti-Semitism, to state 
that Jewish Front mobsters cru- 
cified Jesus. Historically this 
theory is challenged by leading 
theologians. Anyway why re- 
peat the canard that Jewish Quis- 
lings were Christ-killers, who- 
ever they may be. The Protestant 
Magazine concocts a story about 
a Jewish Front at the time of 
Jesus and puts them in the same 
class with Father Coughlin’s 
Christian Front.

PREFACE TO RELIGION, Futl- 
ton J. Sheen. P. J. Kennedy & 
Sons. 228 Pages. 

” REFACE to Religion” is a 
P sadly disappointing, even 

irritating volume. Widely pub 

licized as appropriate reading for 

Catholics, Protestants and Jews, 

it turns out to be, upon examina- 

tion, nothing more than another 
book on Catholi- 
cism, on Catho- 
lic doctrine, dog- 
ma and creed. 

“Preface to 

Catholicism” 

would have been 

a straightfor- 

ward title. The 

present one is 
definitely mis- 
leading. 

Of course, it 
may be argued that by “religion,” 
a Roman Catholic priest means 
only Roman Catholicism, since 
he does not recognize any other 
faith, either Judaism or Protest- 
antism. The author actually af- 
firms this, the accepted attitude 
of his Church, when he states 
“There are not many faiths— 
There is one faith.” 

In view of such an inflexible, 
even intolerant, religious posi- 
tion, the invitation to Jews and 
to Protestants to read the book, 
despite the disarming title, is def- 
initely motivated by the aim for 
proselytizing, for winning “non- 
believers” to the “true faith.” 
Had Father Sheen frankly re- 
vealed this objective, no one 
could seriously find fault with 
his efforts, while thoroughly dis- 
approving and utterly rejecting 
his thesis and doctrine. What is 
painful and unfair is the inno- 
cent title with its plea to Jews 
and Protestants, and the conceal- 
ment of the basic fundamental 
goal of “Preface to Religion.” 

LOYAL JEWS, and Protest- 
ants, will reject the popular Cath- 
olic argument, a dangerous illu- 
sion, that the ills of our age 
would somehow vanish if all 
would join the Catholic Church 
and if the entire world became 
Roman Catholic. How about the 
Middle Ages when the Papacy 
ruled Europe, when Protestant- 
ism was unknown and heresy bru- 
tally suppressed? Did not the 
eriminal Inquisition and the vile 
Torquemada, both operating un- 
der the benign auspices and with 
the blessing of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church, sully the earth? How 
about Franco Spain today, and 
South America, which is almost 
wholly Catholic? Judged object- 
ively it is most definitely not 
true that Catholicism means par- 
adise on earth. 

“Who Can Remake You,” a 
ehapter which opens with a la- 
ment over the breakdown of our 
eivilization, ends as a theological 





_ discourse on sin and redemption, 


as conceived by the Roman 
Church. That “in Bethlehem, 
God became a man and appeared 
im history as Jesus Christ,” that 
“Jesus Christ is both true God 
and true man,” that “Christ 
willed to be made sin for us,” 
violently conflict with the basic 
tenets, the pure monotheism of 
Judaism. To invite Jews to read 
a volume containing such doc- 
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doctrines is an invitation to apos- 
tasy, and nothing else. 

NO SELF-RESPECTING Jew 
can help but scornfully reject the 
teaching, that “as once before 
God had named Abraham, Moses 
and David as the head of His 
church, so now He would, name 
someone else as its head.” (page 
82) This, the old Pauline teaching 
that Christianity has superceded 
Judaism and that Jesus was a 
fulfillment of the Old Testament. 
Jews have spurned for two 
thousand years, and will continue 
to do so forever, no matter in 
what innocent guise presented. 

“Is Religion Purely #hdividual” 
is one chapter which is certain 
to offend all Protestants. In these 
pages, Father Sheen presents 
that cardinal Catholic dogma 
was the founder of the Roman 
Church, the Ecclesia, and that he 
did so at the direct behest and by 
the authority of Jesus, which 
makes it therefore the only de- 
pository of true faith and relig- 
ion. It is particularly this crucial 
doctrine which divides sharply 
and permanently Protestants 
from the Catholics, and upon 
which the former feel keenly and 
are as determined not to yield as 
are the Catholics.. 


THE INFALLIBILITY of the 
Church, uncompromisingly pro- 
claimed by the author, will sure- 
ly antagonize non-Catholics, so 
exclusive are his claims, and so 
utterly foreign and in deep con- 
flict with the free spirit of the 
age. “Never,” warns he, “think 
that when the Church tells you 
to avoid this path, poison ivy, 
that it is restricting your free- 
dom ... the Church gives you a 
may and marks your destina- 
tion.” Since the Church under the 
guise of religion interferes in so- 
cial, political and economic pro- 
grams, e. g. birth control, public 
education, etc., such admonition 
cannot be permitted to go unchal- 
lenged, directed as it is to non- 
Catholics as. well as those who be- 
long to the Church, many of 
whom it is important to bear in 
mind do not obey its directives, 
when these are not creedal. 

The chapters on Purgatory and 
Hell again represent of course au- 
thentic Catholic doctrine. Jews 
and most Protestants, however, 
will regard the entire ideology as 
neither sound religion nor good 
morals. The Jew holding that 
God is love, believing in Divine 
mercy and in the Almighty’s 
boundless compassion for the 
sinner, will be shocked by the in- 
herent cruelty and irreligion of 
the teaching that “Think not that 
Hell ever ends, or that some day 
the damned go to Heaven.” And, 
is it not presumptuous for hu- 
man beings, for mere mortals, 
to lay claim to such absolute and 
final and comprehensive knowl- 
edge concerning the greatest of 
all mysteries, life in the here- 
after? 

THE REAL QUESTION, how- 
ever, is not the doctrine pro- 
pounded which is Father Sheen’s 
inalienable right to propagate, as 
I have the inalienable right to 
propagate and preach Judaism. 
What is unfortunate and in bad 
taste is the misleading publicity 
around the book, hailing it as “a 
book for every class of people— 
Catholics, Protestants, Jews— 
who will find it a tonic for the 
seeming helplessness in an un- 
happy world.” The contents do 
not harmonize with such claims. 

The specific Catholic character 
of “Preface to Religion” which 
bears the imprimatur of Cardi- 
nal Spellman makes incompre- 
hensible the blanket endorse- 
ment for “all faiths” of the Re- 
ligious Publishers’ Group of the 
National Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews. If, for reasons

BOSTON, Mass.—The comparative attitude 


of Americans and Palestinians to sports was 
discussed here in an interview by Aliza Wirz, 
Palestine’s girl champion swimmer, now en- 
rolled as a student at the Sargent College of 
Physical Education, a school connected ‘ith 
Boston University. 

“In Palestine,” she declared, “the emphasis 
is on health and real recreation while in 
America it seems that the goal is maximum 
amusement.” 

Aliza, in Hebrew meaning ‘‘the Happy One,” 
expected to find organized track and _ field 
sports for women widely popular in the United 
States and was greatly disappointed to find 
American sports of the spectator variety. 

Aliza was the first woman to swim Lake 
Kinnereth ,a distance of six miles. This was 
in 1942 and was widely discussed in Palestine. 
Aliza still holds the record for that distance 
in Palestine. In 1942 she accomplished the feat 
in four hours and twenty minutes. In 1944 it 
was three hours and ten minutes. 

The Palestine woman champion swimmer is 
an active participant in a number of, other 
sports, winning several events during her

athletic career. This year, before leaving Pal- 
estine for the United States she tossed the 
putt of four kilos a distance of eleven and a 
half meters, winning the event for the fourth 
time in the same number of years. She is also 
apt with the javelin and the discus. 

Miss Wirz spoke of the American tendency 
towards “softness” pointing for example to 
the fact that Americans are always riding, 
even for short distances, whereas in Palestine 
everybody walks. She said that tennis is a 
“luxury” sport as far as Palestinians are con- 
cerned because they are too busy rebuilding. 

Aliza explained that she doesn’t really mean 
to be critical of Americans and their attitude 
towards sports, but for a person who came 
from a country where “we live for an ideal, 
even in sports,” the American attitude prompts 
comment. 

Aliza was born in Munich, where her mother, 
Dr. Bella Wirz Thannhauser, was a children’s 
doctor. Aliza’s name was originally Liselotte 
but her boyant spirits so impressed her school- 
mates, when the family came to Palestine, that 
she was given a new name, Aliza, the Happy 
One.
